DAY’S DEVELOPMENTS 


(By International News Service 
Highlights of developments in today's banking 
situation: 
Secretary of the Treasury Woodin issued an or­ 
der permitting withdrawal of funds to meet payrolls 
and for the necessities of life. 
The secretary approved a form of scrip to be 
used nationally although banks do not have to wait 
for the scrip but can use currency as long as it is not 
gold or gold notes. 
Woodin announced no scrip certificates would 
be issued before Friday, March 10. 
Woodin left a loophole in this order, however, by 
saying any issuance of scrip before Friday must have 
his sanction. 
Banks in New York and elsewhere immediately 
)>egan to reopen to meet payrolls and to cash personal 
chocks to relieve distress. 
In New York Gov. Lehman was made virtual dic­ 
tator of the situation by the legislature’s approval of 
a state scrip corporation. 
Lehman suggested to Secretary Woodin that 
certified checks be accepted as legal tender pending 
the issuance of scrip. 
The banks were accepting new deposits under 
trust. 
American stocks were improved on the London 
Exchange as buying increased. 
The French franc 
and other gold currencies were lower.

A gigantic problem in arith ­ 
metic faced the men who set 
to work to "unfreeze” bank 
deposits.

tarj^ stock of $9,004.400,000? 
Fbr, as of June 30, 1932, 
there was in the United States 
a total of gold coins, gold cer­ 
tificates. gold bullion, silver 
certificates, silver coin, na­ 
tional bank notes, U. S. notes, 
and Federal Reserve notes, 
amounting to only $9.004,400,- 
000. 
As of the first of this year, 
the total of bank and savings 
and loan deposits was well 
over $50.000,000.000.

To Halt Hoarding

prevent hoarding, or unnecessary 
withdrawals of currency. 
The exact language of the ruling

"Any national or state banking 
i institution may exercise its usual 
banking functions to such extent as

the needs of its community for f(xxl,

It is easy to be wise after the event. 
Few will now fail to 
discern the main causes of a condition which threatened to 
have disastrous consequences. 
Mr. Hoover is not to blame. 
He was hampered at every turn by congress, 
it made no real 
effort to balance the budget; it passed a vicious provision for 
publicity for all R. F. C. loans; and the investigation by the 
senate of fhe doing of some of the leading bankers in whom 
Ihere has been general trust was the last straw. 
In the circum-; example, 
stances it is perhaps unfair fo blame the R. F. C. for not doing 
more in the way of supporting the financial structure, even at 
the risk of some losses, than it has ventured fo do. 
But its 
power remains and it can still perform a useful part in the work 


of restoration. 
This is not the time, however, for complaints or recrimin­ 
ations. 
The business of the nation must be set flowing again 
with the means at our command, while the president recom­ 
mends and congress passes quick measures to prevent any re­ 
currence of grave embarrassments. 
That he is alive to the need 
of immediate action is clear. 
That he will not be obstructed 
as Mr. Hoover was may be taken for granted. 
And “nameless,
